Have Meaus of Communication

New C.P.R. Cold Storage Cars 


UU nder old conditions there was al- 
ways a certain amount of fisk 
in shipping fruit. The entry of dust 
or cinders, or the high temperature 
of the car, was frequently the cause 
of fruit becoming spoiled during 
transit. But under present condi- 
tions, fruit not only retains ite color- 
ing, freshness and firmness when it 
is shipped from one point to an- 
other, but it is actually improved. 

For many months officia s of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway or the 
Dominion Express ‘have been carry- 
ing on experimental work with a 
new type of ventilated express car 
to be used in the handlin, 
fruits by express to prairie ints, 
and they have recently arrived at an 
entirely new method of ventilating 
express equi m, which is known 
as the “B. C. Ventilator.” 

This device allows the air to be 
received into the car through two 
spacious intakes located at ends 
of the car at the roof, carried to the 
floor without decreasing in velocity 
and effectivel me 5 ape! througn 
the lower sections of the car. Three 
times a minute there is a complete 
change of air, 10,276 cubic feet of 
air per minute being recorded 
through the intakes and 9,522 
through the exhausts.
